S.R.O. 183.— In exercise ol the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to Class III Non-Gazetted Non-Miniaterial (Senior 
Gestetner Operator) posts in the Department of Defence Production (Directorate 
General of Inspection), namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement— (I) These rules may be called the De- 
partment of Defence Production (Directorate General of Inspection) Class 
III Non-Gazetted Non-Ministerlal (Senior Gestetner Operator) posts Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1909- 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in Official 
Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to Class III Non-Gazetted Non-Minis 
terial (Senior GestetDer Operator) posts in the Department of Defence Pro- 
duction (Directorate General of Inspection), specified in column 2 of the Sche- 
dule annexed hereto- 
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3, Classification and scale of pay- —The classification of the said post and -the 
scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified Jn columns 3 and 4 of the said 
Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other Qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters connect- 
ed therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule: 

Provided that the age limit specified for direct recruitment may be relaxed in 
the case of candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes anti 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the general orders issued, 
from time to time, by the Central Government. 

5, Disqualifications. — (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or 
who, having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage 
is void by reason of its taking plage during the life-time of such spouse, shall be 
eligible for appointment to the post; and 

(b) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a 
wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power te relax.— Where the Central Government is of opinion that It is neces- 
sary or expedient so to do, It may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category 
of persons/the post

Civilians in Defence Services (Study Leave) Rules, 1904, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Civilians in Defence Services (Study 
Leave) (Amendment) Rules, 1969. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. / 

2. In the Civilians in Defence Services (Study Leave) Rules, 1964: — 

(i) in sub-rule (3) of rule 3: — 

(a) in clause (II), the word “and” occurring at the end shall be omitted, 

(b) after clause (ii), the following clause shall be Inserted, namely: — 

“(iiA) it is applied for by an officer of the Indian Economic Service 
or Indian Statistical Service for prosecuting a course of study 
for obtaining Ph. D. on a research thesis subject to the condi- 
tion that — 

(a) the subject of research and the institution at which such research 
is to be undertaken are got approved by the Chief Economic- 
Adviser to the Government of India, m case the applicant is 
a member of the Indian Economic Service, or by the Director 
Central Statistical Organisation, in case the applicant is a 
member of the Indian Statistical Service; 

fb) the applicant obtains a certificate from the said authority to the 
elfect that such study will be valuable in the matter of in- 
creasing the efficiency of the officer in the performance of his 
duties as a member of the Indian Economic Service, or the 
Indian Statistical Service, as the case may be; and 

J (c) in cases where the study is to be undertaken at a foreign univer- 

sity, the applicant obtains a further certificate that the faci- 
lities for research on the particular subject chosen for study 
are not available at any university or other institution in 
India.” 

(ii) in ruLe 18, for sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule shall be substituted. 

namely: — 

“(1) If a Government servant resigns or retires from service without 
returning to duty after a period of .study leave or within a period 
of three years after such return to dtuy, he shall be required to 
refund — 

(i) double the amount of leave salary, study allowance, cost ot tees, 

travelling and other expenses, If any, incurred by the Govern- 
ment of India; and 

(ii) the actual amount, If any, of the cost incurred by other agencies, 

for example Foreign Governments, Foundations, Trusts etc., 
in connection with the course of study, together with interest 
thereon at Government rates for the time being In force on Gov- 
rnment loans from the date of demand before his resignation 
ls accepted or permission to retire is granted; 

Provided that the President may order — 

(a) that nothing in this rule shall apply to a Government who on return 

to duty from study leave is permitted to retire from the service on 
medical grounds; 

(b) that the amount required to be refunded under this rule shall, in the 

case of a Government servant who on return to duty from study 
leave Is permitted to resign from the service and to take up emp- 
loyment under a statutory or autonomous body or in any institution 
under the control of the Government, be reduced to an amount equal 
to the expenditure incurred by the Government and the said other 
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agencies in respect of the leave salary, study allowance, cost of 
fees travelling and other expenses sanctioned to him during the 
period of study leave together with Interest thereon.”
